— Canadian farm costs 
have risen to double the 1935-39 ex- 
penses. 

The bureau of statistics reported 
that in August the index of farm 
costs had reached 201.5 against 192.3 
in August, 1949. This is calculated 
on the basis of 100 as the 1935-39 
average. 

The index includes both the farm- 
er’s own living costs and the costs 
of the commodities and services used 
by him, and the bureau said had it 
gone up both with and without the 
inclusion of living costs.

Queen of Sheba One of the Many Lures 
For Expedition Uncovering Ancient City 


* ¢* ¢

Preliminary digging at a lost city, 
buried under desert sands since the 
time of Christ, has uncovered price- 
less art objects and gives promise of 
filling in important gaps of history. 

Wendell Phillips, president of the 
American Foundation for the study 
of Man, made that announcement in 
San Francisco in revealing that an 
elaborately equipped scientific expedi- 
tion soon will undertake a thorough 
study of the site, 

The city of Timna, comprising 64 
acres of stone buildings, located in 
the Aden protectorate, southwestern 
Arabia. It was sacked and burned by 
unknown invaders about 50 B.C, 

“We are excited about the pros- 
pects,” said Phillips, leader of the 
expedition, “as we are now down to a 
level where important discoveries 
are anticipated, dating from approxi- 
mately the sixth century B.C. 


“Among our important finds so far 
are two bronze lions, the finest art 
objects yet discovered in Arabia; a 
lovely translucent alabaster head of 
a young woman with painted blue 
eyes, dating from the second century 
B.C., and a solid gold necklace show- 
ing remarkable artistic workmanship. 

“Timna lies on an old spice route 
of biblical days, believed used by the 
Queen of Sheba when she travelled 
to Jerusalem to visit Solomon. 

“The name Timna appears in the 
Old Testament, as the name of the 
tribe of Horites. It was the capital of 
the ancient kingdom of Qataban.” 


Phillips said that all indications 
pointed to Timna as being peopled by 
a race of great cultural and artistic 
merit, possibly influenced by the 
Mediterranean world. He continued: 

“Walls of many of the buildings 
have beautiful inscriptions, and 
scholars now are studying our pre- 
liminary discoveries.” 

Originally seen from the air Timna 
was inspected by Phillips in 1949, 
after which he organized the first 
scientific expedition to explore that 
part of the world. 

This expedition, which worked last 
February, March and April, employed 
200 Arabs as excavaters to clear 
away the top Jayer of sand and debris 
from the buildings and temples. 

“And this preliminary work,” said 
Phillipps, “gave us hope of making 
discoveries in the future in excess of 
our wildest dreams.” 

Funds and eqquipment for the ex- 
pedition were contributed by indi- 
viduals and corporations interested in 
furthering a non-profit educational 
and scientific study of one of the 
last great unexplored regions of the 
world,

New Seed 
May Defeat 
Potato Blight | 


OTTAWA — Dominion department 
of agriculture scientists think they 
may have found the answer to one of 


the great plagues in nature—late 
blight of potatoes. The department 
says it is now ready to distribute 


certified seed of two highly resistant 
varieties known a Canso and Kes- 
wick. 

Manitoba has been hard hit by this 
potato disease during the last de- 
cade, with heavy losses in some sea- 
sons, particularly in the Red river 
valley. The new varieties are report- 
ed to have done well in Manitoba 
field tests. 

Canso and Keswick are being mul- 
tiplied in every province except Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, where late 
blight has not been a threat. 

Asked just how good the new vari- 
eties were, J. W. Scannel of the de- 
partment’s plant protection division 
here (and formerly stationed at Win- 
nipeg, said they might mean as much 
to the potato industry as the devel- 
opment of Thatcher wheats meant to 
the western grain grower, 

On the score of quality and yield, 
Mr. Scannel, one of the recognized 
potato authorities in the country, said 
that both Canso and Keswick in their 
field tests have compared favorably 
with Green Mountain in more areas. 
Green Mountain is regarded as the 
standard measurement, as Marquis} 
for other wheats.

Immigration 
From UK. To 
Canada Drops . 


OTTAWA—Latest figures show 
that the flow of immigration from 
the United Kingdom to Canada 
is stil running at barely half 
last year’s rate. For the first 
eight months of this year, 9,000 
oeiae came to this country from 

ritain, compared with 17,120 in 
the same period of 1949. 

The eight-month total from all 
sources is 49,220, as against 71,975 
a year ago. 

The sharp drop in British immi- 
grants started in the fall of 1949, 
after devvaluation of the pound 
sterling added to the difficulties of 
settlers who were already restricted 
as to the amount of capital they 
could take to Canada. The figure is
